3. The opposite party has filed written statement denying 
that the concerned workman had worked continuously, Instead 
it is alleged that he was engaged 'for doing pity work like 
bringing w'ater from ground floor to upper storey and also 
doing allied work of keeping cycle. His job was for one 
hour daily for which he was raid daily. Ho was never 
employed' in this way and he is not temporary worker at all, 
In the year 1984 he had worked for 78 days while 1985 
he hud worked for 125 days and in the year 1986 he had 
worked for 57 days. In this w r ay in none of the calendar 
year he had 1 worked for continuously for more than 240 days. 
Hence, he is not enlitled for benefit of section 25 F of I.D. 
Act. Question of juniority and seniority in such a case does 
not arise.

3. In the fifst place it will be seen if the concerned work¬ 
man was a temporary worker or was engaged fordoing for 
about one hour in a clay casually.

6. The next point which called for considertion Is as to 
for how many days the concerned workman has actually 
worked In the bank as peon The management bank has 
filed annexuve II with the list dated 1-7-91, through M. F. 
Hussani, Manager Personnel. It displays that the concerned 
workman has worked for 204 days from November 1985 upto 
November. 1986. It has been urged by the authorised re- 
presentut vj of the workman that in this National Holidays 
and Sundays have not been included. Gulab Singh, M.W.l, 
Manager of the opposite party bank in his cross-examination 
has conceded this fact. In the case of workman of American 
Express International Bonking Corporation and Management 
of American Express International Banking Corporation 1985 
C51) FER 481 (SC), it has been explained bv the Hon’ble 
Supreme Court that the expression “ACTUALLY WORKED 
UNDER THE. EMPLOYER" ns given in section 25F and 
25-B-2 would include Sundays and other Holidays. In view 
of this explanation the number of Suhdavs and other paid 
Holidays are to be added to the above mentioned number 
of davs as admitted by the management. In a Year there 
are 52 Sundavs. Even if we add 52 davs to 204 days, it 
will exceed 240 davs. In this wav it is fully established that 
the concerned workman has worked continuously for more 
than 240 davs in a ca'^ndar vear. As such he was entitled 
for benefit of section Industrial Disputes Act.

8. There is no evidence to! show that juniors to the con¬ 
cerned workman were retained and fresh bands have been 
engaged 'after the termination of the services of the concerned 
workman. Hence order cannot be assailed on these twol 
grounds. 

9. I.astlv, I am of the view that the pretext under which 
the concerned workman has been removed from service is 
also not tenable as concealment of qualification is not a 
misconduct which may result removul from service. For this 
reference may also be made to the case of ManfoOl Singh 
Verms Union of India 1 °94I69)FI.R 419 Allahabad. 

10. In any case if the services of the concerned were to be 
dispensed with on this ground the proper course would have 
been to conduct a domestic enquiry for this purpose. 

11. Tn the end. my award is that the termination of thd 
services of the concerned workman is bad in law and a® 
such the concerned workman will be entitled for reinstatement 
in sendee. T-Towever. under special cit'cirmstauces of the case 
the concerned workman will not be entitled for back wages. 
The concerned workman shall also get Rs. 100 from the 
management a c costs of the case.

The Central Govt, vide its letter bearing No. 
L-l20U|31 f90-IR-B, dated 4th September 1990, 
has made the following reference to this court far 
adjudication :— 

“Whether the action of the management of 
Central Bank of India. Amritsar in im¬ 
posing the punishment of stoppage of 
two increments in relation to Shri Ashok 
Ki ini a r, Clerk-cum-Cashler-c um-GK. 

Gurudaspur is justified ? If not to what 
relief the workman is entitled to ?” 


On receipt of reference notices were issuer 1 to 
the workman as well its to the management. The 
workman appeared and submitted his statement 
of claim. The plea raised by the workman is that 
he joined the management bank on 14-9-81 as 
clerk-cum-Assisiant Cashier-cum-Godown Keeper 
at Dharamkot Branch and remained posted there 
upto August 1985. On 5-6-85 a memorandum 
of charges was issued to the workman by the 
Branch Manager Dharamkot Brauch containing 
allegations that he made payment of Rs. 20,000 
against token No. 494 to one Shri Ishar Dass 
holder of Home Saving Safe Account No. 1831, 
whereas Shri Ishar Dass has lodged a complaint 
with the bank that Ire did not receive any such 
amount on 22-4-85. The workman submitted 
reply to the charge sheet. Enquiry was ordered 
into the alleged lapses and Shri D. K. Khanna, 
Chief Officer. Regional Office, Amritsar was ap- 
pointed as Enquiry Officer. After the enquiry, 
the impunged order dated 5-12-1987 was passed 
by Shri N. K. Jaiswal, Regional Manager, Central 
Bank of Indja, Amritsar, whereby two increments 
of the workman which will have the 'fleet of post¬ 
poning of future increments were u.dered to be 
popped. The workman preferred appeal against 
the said order to the Zonal Manager, but his 
appeal was dismissed on 17-3-1988;4-4-88. Ac¬ 
cording to the workman, the statement of Ishar 
Dass complaint w ; as never recorded and the best 
evidence was! intentionally withheld. It has also 
been alleged (that the punishment imposed on the 
workman is excessive and disproportionate to the 
magnitude of the charges. There was no evidence. 
The copy of the complaint was not supplied to 
the workman nor the report of the preliminary 
investigation. There was denial of reasonable 
opportunity. It is alleged that disciplinary autho¬ 
rity acted with a pre-determined mind. There was 
departure from the prevalent practice in the 
branch. The workman, therefore, demanded 
that impunged order dated 12-5-87 and 17-3-881 
4-4-88 should be quashed and consequential 
relief ctf entitlement should be given to the work¬ 
man. 

The stand !>f the management in the written 
statement filed is that although gravity of the 
charges proved warranted a severe punishment 
but the management had taken a lenient view 
in the matter., It was pleaded that the workman is 
estopped from raising dispute on account of his 
own acts and | conduct. On merits it was pleaded 
that wrong payment was made in the account of 
Ishar Dass to {he extent of Rs. 20.000. Shri Ishar 
Dass lodged a complaint with the bank for hav¬ 
ing not withdrawn the money. Accordingly, 
charge sheet j was served. It was conclusively 
established from the enquiry that the payment 
was made to the wrong person. The enquiry 
conducted was just and reasonable and reasonable 
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opportunity was granted to the workman. The 
order of the disciplinary authority inflicting the 
punishment is just and perfect and the appeal was 
rightly rejected. It was pleaded that the work¬ 
man is not entitled to any relief. 

The workman submitted replication contro¬ 
verting allegations of the management as made in 
the written statement and reiterated liis earlier 
assertions. 

The workman was called upon to leave evi¬ 
dence. He appeared as WW1 and tendered his 
affidavit Ex.Wl containing almost same allega¬ 
tions as made in the claim statement. During 
cross-examination he admitted that on 12-4-85 
lie was working as cashier in Dliaramkot branch 
and that kshar Dass has opened account No. 1931 
with the said branch. He also admitted having 
received charge sheet Ex.Ml and further admitted 
that the enquiry was held and Ex.M2 is the copy 
of the same. He also admitted that Ex.M3 is 
the finding of the enquiry officer and admitted 
that Ex.M4 is the copy of the order of the pro¬ 
posed punishment He also stated that Ex.M5 is 
the final written submissions and Ey..M6 is the 
final order passed by the disciplinary authority. 
He also pleaded that Ex.M7 is the copy of order 
of appeal preferred by him and Ex.M8 is copy 
of the order of the appellate authority. He ad¬ 
mitted that he was allowed full opportunity to 
defend himself during the enquiry. 

In rebuttal the management produced MW1 
ii. K. Glibber, Chief Manager of the Central 
Bank of India Zonal Office, Chandigarh who 
produced his affidavit Ex.M9. The perusal of 
the affidavit shows that the workman while work¬ 
ing as cashier in the branch of Dharamkot made 
payment of Rs. 20,000 against token No. 494 
in Account No. 1831 in the name of Ishar Dass 
for which he was charge sheeted and a depart¬ 
mental enquiry was conducted. It also reveals 
that adequate opportunity was given to the work¬ 
man to cross-examine the witnesses produced by 
the management besides adducing defence evi¬ 
dence. Persual of Para No. 6 shows that Ashok 
Kumar was allowed opportunity of personal hear¬ 
ing by disciplinary authority and that on the 
basis of evidence produced during the enquiry 
he was found guilty of the charges and was 
awarded the punishment and further his appeal 
against the order of disciplinary authority was 
rejected. 

As noticed above, the workman has admitted 
all the allegations of the management during 
cross-examination and also admitted documents 
Ex .Ml to Ex,M8. The persual of these docu¬ 
ments to the workman. There was gross mis¬ 
conduct proved during the enquiry on his part. 
However, the management took a lenient view 


and imposed a penalty of stoppage of two incre¬ 
ments which is quite commensurate with the 
charges proved against him. I have gone through 
the enquiry proceedings Ex.M2. Ihe enquiry 
conducted is fair and proper and the punishment 
imposed is also quite adequate. The appeal of 
tiie workman was rejected by the appellate autho¬ 
rity. The workman, is not entitled to any relief. 
Accordingly this reference shall stand answered 
against the workman. Appropriate Govt, be 
suitably informed in this regard.

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AWARD 

In exercise of the powers conferred under 
Section 10(1) (d) of the industrial Disputes Act 
1947, (for short called as the Act), Central 
Govt, vide letter No. L-12012|24|87-D.II(A) 
dated 14th September 1987, has referred the 
following dispute between the workman R. S. 
Mehta and the management of Central Bank of 
India, to this Court for adjudication ; 

“Whether the action of the management of 
Central Bank of India, Ambala Cantt. 
in imposing punishment of stoppage of 
one increment permanently with cumu¬ 
lative effect on Shri R. Mehta, Asstt. 
Cashier-cum-Godown Keeper, on 
22-8-85, justified ? If not, to what 
relief is the concerned workman en¬ 
titled 7” 

On receipt of the reference, notices were 
issued to the workman as well to the management. 
The workman submitted his statement of claim 
wherein he took up the position that the charge 
sheet dated 30-3-1983 was false and that the 
amount of Rs. 200 was actually deposited on 
3-7-1981. The complaint was written by the 
branch manager himself in the cabin of the branch 
and that SJiri Hargobind Lai complainant was 
never produced during the course of enquiry. 
Similarly Gulshan Kumar in whose account, the 
amount of Rs. 200 is stated to have deposited was 
also not produced during the enquiry. It is 
alleged that Shri S. D. Narang enquiry officer 
had absolved the deliquent workman of the 
charges against him but the disciplinary authority 
without any cogent reason differed with the find¬ 
ings of the enquiry officer and without passing a 
speaking order proposed the punishment on the 
workman. This act of the disciplinary authority 
in imposing punishment to the workman is illegal 
there was a delay of about 17 months in the serv¬ 
ing of the charge sheet. It is alleged that the 
management failed to give reasonable opportu¬ 
nity to the workman to establish the truth. The 
workman, therefore, demanded that the action 
of the management in imposing punishment of 
stoppage of one increment with cumulative effect 
on Shri R. S. Mehta should be set aside. 

The management in the written statement filed 
however, plegded that there was sufficient mate¬ 
rial to show that a case of mis-appropriation to 
the extent of Rs. 70|- was duly established and 
conclusively proved against the workman. How¬ 
ever, disciplinary authority took up a lenient 
view and imposed a minor penality. It is alleged 
that the Disciplinary Authority was well within its 
right to differ with the findings of the enquiry 
officer by giving cogent reasons and imposed the 
punishment upon the workman. It is also alleg¬ 
ed that tile workman preferred appeal against the 
order of disciplinary authority and that the same 
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was rejebted. It is pleaded that the enquiry 
officer hlad erroneously come to the conclusion 
that the! charges are not proved. The discipli¬ 
nary authority keeping in view the evidence pro¬ 
duced was well within its right to hold that the 
workman was guilty of the misconduct. It is 
aliegged that the disciplinary authority has given 
its reason to differ with the findings of the en¬ 
quiry officer and this action of the disciplinary 
authority is perfectly legal and valid in the eyes 
of law. Although, it was proposed that punish¬ 
ment of stoppage of two increment with cumula¬ 
tive effect, yet during the personal hearing it 
was thought proper to still take a lenient view 
and impose lesser punishment. In all the plea 
taken is that the action of the management is 
prefectly jlegal and justified and the workman is 
not entitled to any relief on this score. 

On the basis of these pleadings, the parties 
were called upon to adduce its evidence. 

The workman submitted his own affidavit 
Ex.Wl and also produced Ex.W2 copy of the 
enquiry report of Shri S. D. Narang dated 
5-7-85; The workman appeared as WVV1 and 
proved hils affidavit. During cross-examination, 
he admitted that voucher Ex.Ml is duly signed 
by him. He also admitted Ex.M2 the photocopy 
of cash scroll for 1-7-1981 and also admitted, 
that the said voucher is entered at Serial 
No. 1 of the scroll. In rebuttal the management 
produced IMW1 D. K. Gupta who produced his 
affidavit Ex.M6. When cross-examined, he ad¬ 
mitted that in the charge sheet it is no specifically 
mentioned that the workman has mis-appropriated 
Rs. 70. He also admitted that the complaint 
was not produced during the enquiry. Ex.M7 is 
the copy of the enquiry proceedings. He denied 
that the Disciplinary authority while differing 
with the report of the enquiry officer has not 
given any cogent reasons for same. MVV2 Shrg 
S. K. Tarafdar produced his affidavit Ex.M8, and 
stated during cross-examination that he held .the 
preliminary enquiry and further stated that the 
charge sheet is based upon his investigation 
report. 

No doiibt the persual of the enquiry report 
Ex.W2 reveals that the enquiry officer has 
absolved tne workman of the charges against hirni 
yet, the perusal of show cause notice Ex.M3 
dated 30-7-1985 show that the disciplinary autho¬ 
rity has given cogent reasons for differing with 
the report of the enquiry officer. It further 
reveals thdt the disciplinary authority held the 
charges against the workman to have been prov¬ 
ed and proposed the punishment of stoppage of 
two increments permanently yet, after personal 
hearing punishment of stoppage of one increment 
with cumulative effect was imposed. Ex.M4 the 
copy of the order of appellate authority shows 
that the appeal preferred by the workman was 
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rejected. The perusal affidavit Ex. M 6 shows 
Rs. 70 by having received a sum of 
that Shri R.S. Mehta had mis-appropriated a sum 
of Rs. 200 on 1-7-1981. However, in the relevant 
books he has shown that an excess amount of 
Rs. 130 was found in cash. He also tempered 
with the official record. During enquiry it was 
established that Shri R. S. Mehta was negligence 
in performance of his duties. It is further, re¬ 
pealed that the workman had admitted the lepse 
before the disciplinary authority. Similarly affi¬ 
davit Ex.M 8 , shows that Shri S. K. Tarafdar 
came to the conclusion that Shri R. S. Mehta 
had mis-appropriated a sum of Rs. 70 for having 
received a sum of Rs. 200 wherein he has shown 
that an amount of Rs. 130 was found in excess 
in the cash. I have persued the entire proceed¬ 
ings of the enquiry as made available to me. 
There was nothing on the record to reveal that 
Sh, R.S. Mehta was innocent of the charges levell¬ 
ed against him. Banking industry is very impor¬ 
tant from public angle. A man of his merit are 
required to the financial dealings. A person with 
doubtful entecedent, can not be expected to han¬ 
dle investor money or to squander it away. The 
management has already been very lenient to¬ 
wards the Workman by inflicting the punish¬ 
ment of stoppage of one increment with cumu¬ 
lative effect. The action of the management 
in doing so is perfectly legal and justified and 
the workman cannot be held entitled to anv 
relief o nthis score. The reference shall stand 
answered against the workman, accordingly. The 
appropriate Government be informed.

H.M.L. in relation to the Chief 
Mining Engineer of H.M.L., Faridabad 
in not absorbing the workman listed at 
Annex are 1 of the erstwhile owner M|s. 
Green Stone Co. after taking over the 
possession of Mawla Maharajpur Stone 
Quarry w.e.f, 1-4-1989 is just, fair and 
legal. If not, what relief the concerned 
workmen arc entitled to and from what 
date?" 

The workman did not appear earlier and a 
registered notice was again seat to the parties to 


appear in the ease but none appeared on behalf 
of the workmen and the workmen proceeded aga¬ 
inst exparte on 30-3-94. Thereafter also on no 
date the workman or his representative appeared. 
However, the management filed affidavit of one 
Rajindera Phougat Secretary of the Company 
MWljl and made statement on oath verifying the 
facts slated therein. 

3. In view of the statement oath of the respon¬ 
sible officer of the management and no evidence 
of the workman on record (E) having been pro¬ 
ceeded against exparte the action of the Manage¬ 
ment seems to be justified, fair and legal. The 
workman as much are not entitled to any relief. 
However, parties are left to bear their own costs.
